I his name. He could not remember 
what name he gave, but it was a ficti- 
tious one. As an excuse for buying 
ten pounds of dynamite Orchard told 
| the clerk he wanted to blow out some 
stumps On his ranch. 

"Don't you know there are no 
stumps within 150 miles of San Fran- 
cisco?" demanded Richardson. 

"I know there are; I've soon them 
on may way to Callento Springs." 

Orchard gave as nearly as lie could 
a description of the various places 
where he had lived in .San Francisco. 
He could not remember the names of 
the streets or the numbers of the 
houses. 

Next Orchard told of a pleasure trip 
he had taken to Callente Springs 
while waiting for Bradley to return 
from Alaska. Orchard was living 
near the Presidio when he bought the 
dynamite for the Bradley bomb. He 
did not remember whether he took 
a bog of giant caps to San Francisco 
or bought them at the Judson com- 
pany. He kept dynamite in bis room 
and took it with him when he moved 
to 1 32G Washington street, within a 
half block of the Bradley homo. 

With the failure of the milk plot 
he went ahead and manufactured the 
bomb. Orchard said he bought the 
pipe in Taylor street, somewhere in 
the 200 block. Richardson wanted to 
know if Detective McPartland bad at- 
tempted to trace the San Francisco 
locations for the witness.

"I have not changed my views since 
I was here last, but I have been great- 
ly Impressed by the prospects of Brit- 
ish Columbia. It seems to me that 
there Is a vast field there for thou- 
sands of people. That Is, people of 
the right kind, especially if rightly 
managed and assisted In a rational 
way." 

"Have you held the same views on 
immigration ?" 

"Practically," was the reply. "But 
you want the right people, and they 
ought to be managed In a right Way, 
then It would benefit both the immi- 
grants and the country. If they Want 
to get the right people they will have 
to go about. It In a different way. -They 
must be willing to manage the thing 
In a systematic way, and invest 
money In the work, the same as they 
would in any business. Personal inter- 
ests, party feelings and a desire to 
glitter under the glare of the popu- 
larity of the moment, too often affect 
the actions of governments, but I don't 
know if that is the case In Canada. 

"On returning to England I will 
make my automobile trip of the coun- 
try, lasting for some weeks, and will 
then return to America, where 1 will 
undertake another auto trip."

OVEREION BANK 'GETS 



Reserve is Completely Wiped 
Out, With a Quarter of 
Its Capital 



LOSS IS MSEC BAD LOANS 



Dividends of Six Per Cent are Still to 
bo Paid — Aomilius Jarvis 
Elected President 



Toronto, June 11. — At a meeting of 
the Sovereign Bank today the share- 
holders learned officially for the first 
time of the conditions which war- 
ranted the new management in wip- 
ing out tile bank's reserve fund and 
in addition writing off one quarter jf 
the entire capitalization. A full and 
frank explanation was made by Presi- 
dent Jarvis, and the shareholders were 
assured that at tho present time the 
bank is in a thoroughly sound con- 
dition, with an established business 
arid profitable connections. The divi- 
dend at the rato of six per cent, is to 
be continued. 

The losses may be briefly summar- 
ized as follows: Bad debts, $700,(i0,=i; 
depreciation in securities, $150,608; de- 
preciation in premises, $48,109; doubt- 
ful debts, $5-11, -134; unsatisfactory ad- 
vances, $800,000. 

To make good these amounts it was 
decided to appropriate th># whole of 
the reserve account and ivrlte off a 
quarter of tho capital. The rest fund 
amounted to $1,256,960; the amount of 
capital wiped out is $1,000,000. 

A statement which showed an ab- 
solute emptying out of the rcservo 
fund and a reduction of '.he capital 
stock of the Sovereign Bank from $4,- 
000,000 to $3,000,000 was presented to 
tho shareholders today, and was re- 
ceived with scarcely un expression of 
dissatisfaction, although tho meeting 
was considerably depressed by the 
startling statement of losses laid be- 
fore li. The heavy losses were attri- 
buted by the president and general 
manager to the acts of the ex-General 
Manager D. M. Stewart, who it was 
stated had made largo loans and open- 
ed accounts without tho knowledge of 
the directors and that tho result was 
provision having to be made for $2,- 
240,000 of bad debts. Tho result of 
this perversion of the hank's business 
is the absorption of the reserve fund, 
amounting a year ago to $1,230,000, re- 
duction of the capital stock by a mil- 
lion dollars. 

The effect of this wtll be to reduce 
each shareholder's holding twenty five 
per cent. Dividends of six per cent, 
wdll continue to be paid. Thoso pre- 
sent at the meeting agreed to a by-law 
for the reduction of capital and elect- 
ed A. 1-;. Millins .lands president, at a 
salary of $10,000 per year. Mr. Jarvis 
will be an active president, and will 
devote all the time necessary to tho 
affairs of the bank. 



THREE MEN DROWNED 

Members of Survey Parly Lost in Bell 
River 

Ottawa. Juno 11.— The transcontin- 
ental railway commission has received 
ti report from engineer W. D. Robert- 
son, wdio is in charge of a party east 
of Abitibl lake, stating that J. W. Mc- 
Donald, Joseph McDonald and Rod 
McDonald, of Nova Scotia, wdio work- 
ed on the survey, were drowned on 
May T,\ by the upsetting of a canoe. 
These three men, with P. R. Moore, 
of Ottawa, were crossing the river 
Hell when the canoe upset. Moore 
was thrown some distance out and 
started to swim for shore, when ho 
saw the three men clinging to the 
canoe, and being unable to make tho 
short- be returned to the canoe, but 
the three men had disappeared. He 
succeeded in reaching shore with the 
-Tiioe, but saw no more of the Mc- 
Donald boys. Two of them were 
cousins. For two days up to May 
30, when the letter was forwarded to 
Ottawa, search continued for the 
bodies, but without success.

PARKS BOARD BYLAW 
WAS FINALLY PASSED 



Measure Adopted Empowering 
Recently Appointed Members 
To Take Office 



The bylaw to appoint a park board 
and staling its powers and' the rules 
to regulate It was nnally passed at 
Monday evening's session of the city 
council. 

Tho following are the mort import- 
ant of its regulations: 

A public parks board shall bo 
constituted for the City of Victoria 
and shall not exceed seven persons. 
The mayor, the chairman of the fi- 
nance committee and the chairman of 
the streets, bridges and sewers com- 
mittee of the council of the corpora- 
tion shall, whilst in ofllce, he mem- 
bers of the board, together willi the 
following resident real estate owners: 
John Arbuthnot, K. B. Pemberton, 
Georgo E. Wilkerson, John Nelson. 

:j. The resolution passed by a two- 
thirds vide of tlie council determining 
to organize the board and .appoint 
thereon the persons named is hereby 
adopted and confirmed, and the mayor, 
the chairman of the tlnance commit- 
tee and the chairman of the streets, 
bridges and sewers committee and 
such persons named shall hereafter 
constitute the board a'nd shall hold 
ofllce and exercise the powers and 
duties by this bylaw hereafter con- 
ferred. 

I. At the second regular meeting 
of the council in the year 1909 and 
each subsequent year one-third of the 
members of the board not being coun- 
cillors shall retire from office until 
all the first appointed of such mem- 
bers shall have retired in turn. The 
members to retire annually shall be 
determined by the board or by lot, but 
afterwards such members who are to 
retire shall be those who have boon 
longest in office. In ease four mem- 
bers (not being councillors) are ap- 
pointed, two, to be determined In like 
manner, shall retire on the expiration 
of their third year of ofllce. The 
council shall at such second regular 
meeting in each year appoint succes- 
sors to the retiring members. 

5. Tho lirst meeting of the board 
shall take place at the committee room 
at tin city hull within ten days after 
the linal passing of this bylaw and 
shall be convened by the mayor on at 
least IS hours' notice; the members 
present shall elect one of their mem- 
bora not in the cou-ncll to be chair- 
man, and shall appoint a secretary, 
who may be either one of their own 
members or a member of the city 
stall'. If lor any reasons appointments 
are not made on the said dates, the 
same shall be made as soon as may be 
thereafter. 

S. The board shall meet at least 
once every month and at such other 
times as they may think lit. 

U. The chairman or any two mem- 
bers may summon a special meeting 
of the board by giving at least one 
day's notice in writing to each mem- 
ber, specifying the purpose for which 
the meeting is called. 

11). The office of any member of 
the board who shall be absent from 
the meetings of tile board for three 
consecutive monthly meetings with- 
out leave of absence from tne board 
shall be declared vacant by the board 
and 'notice thereof shall be given to 
the council at tile next meeting of 
tile council. This section shall not ap 
ply to members of the board being 
members of the council. 

If,. Tlie members of the board shall 
serve without compensation. Bach 
member shall be entitled to receive his lectures 
actual disbursements for expenses ] | )v mag 
j pun services made or /endered by j tn,. | m \ 
the direction of the board. 

Hi. No member of tlie board, 
member of the city council, shall hav

Annual Estimate 
25. The board shall in the month of 
February in every year make up, or 
cause to be made up, an estimate of 
the sum required during the ensuing 
financial year. 

27. All moneys received or payable 
under this by-law shall be received 
by tlie treasurer of the municipality 
In tile same manner as other funds, 
and by him shall be deposited to the 
credit of the park fund, and shah be 
paid out in the same manner as other 
funds by the treasurer on the orders 
of the board, save as to tlie amount 
required to meet the interest and pro- 
vide a sinking fund for debentures. 

30. This by-law may for all pur- 
poses be cltetl as "The Parks Board 
By-Law, 1!)07." Passed the municipal 
council this day of 11)07. Reconsid- 
ered, adopted and finally passed by 
the council this day of 1907.

An English Committee's Report not in

The Rev. John Prlnglo has sent a 
second letter to the Montreal Witness 
in regard to Immoral practices in 
Dawson, He aaya that his letter was 
inspired by some remarks made by 
Dr. Thompson, M.P., In the House 
of Commons on the occasion of the 
publication of his first letter.

He has thing* 
to say and lie says them. .-He declares 
that Dr. Thompson has perhaps not 
been untruthful, but that, he has avoi- 
ded telling the truth, and he says 
that lie, Mr. Pringle, knows that the 
dance hruses ' are not what Dr. 
Thompson says they tire, and that Dr. 
Thomp-jn knows what they are better 
than he docs. He joins issue with Dr. 
Thompson in his statement that such 
dives as the Dawson dance halls, "tire 
not at all unusua. in the West," and 
tells him that there is not a place in 
Canada or the United States, except 
in the Yukon, where such dens are 
permitted to exist under the protec- 
tion of the law. He directs attention to 
the fact that during the commissioner- 
ship of Mr. Ross such places were for- 
bidden by law, and that after Mr. 
Ross left the territory the Ordinance 
was changed so as to permit of them 
being kept, Dr. Thompson having 
been a member of the Yukon council 
at the time the change was made. 

Mr. Pringle says that the Mounted 
police are powerless in the matter, 
because the Ordinance places such 
resorts "entirely in the hands of a 
license inspector, in whom no one but 
the saloon men have any confidence." 
He declares that lie is a Liberal, and 
a friend of the party 
he says that patience 
be a virtue, ami as appeals to the 
government urged privately have not 
prevailed, he was compelled to bring 
the matter before the public In the 
hope that some good will be accom- 
plished. We quote the following from 
ids letter; 

Will our government Instruct their 
agent, the Commissioner of the Yukon 
to have these places cut at or.ee, if 
posslple, or at the end of the license 
year? 

Will it use the Influence to the end 
that our License Inspector shall show a 
proper regard for his duty under lie- 
law as it exists, and be in sympathy 
not witli the people who desire an 
'open town.' but with those who have 
some regard lor the moral ' future 
of their children, and their country? 

Will the government take unclean 
men in public positions here out of 
tliis territory, and If bound to keep 
them on the pay roll, place them 
where the organized moral sense of 
the community will compel them to 
a measure of self-control? 

The First Minister said some com- 
mendable words about stories reflect- 
ing upon the character of public men 
— stories which have winged their way 
to tile far north. lie tells us that, he 
is bound to act upon facta, i.e., speci- 
flc charges, and that he would have 
the courage to do his dot;, to friends, 
colleagues, party, and country, it' he 
■were met by a demand fur the puri- 
fication of the public service. There 
are men In the public service here 
whose Uvea have been habitually and 
openly scandalous, against whom 
charges have been made, to every 
member of the cabinet, backed up. In 
one case, at least by many affidavits. 
Wihy do they still hold high positions 
before the eyes of the. public whose 
sense of decency they have persist- 
ently outraged? 

These words can hardly prove fu- 
tile. Mr. Pringle. is no weak senti- 
mentalist or goody-goody sort of a 
person, lie is a vigorous, straight- 
forward man, who before now has 
taken his dog sled ami Journeyed 
hundred of miles through the forest. 
He Is not unreasonable, for he does 
not claim that the highest standards 
of life can be applied to remote min- 
ing camps. But he is a courageous 
man, with a sense of duty and with 
ample opportunities of judging of the 
things whereof he writes. 

The conditions disclosed by Mr. 
Pringle in his two letters cannot any 
longer bo glossed over. The govern- 
ment of Canada hits a duty to perform 
and public opinion should assert it- 
self In demanding that this duty shall 
not be shirked. Who are the "un- 
clean men In public positions" to 
whom Mr. Pringle refers? There are 
not so many men In public position.- 
In Dawson that there can hi.' much 
difficulty in miming them, Their un- 
cloanness must bo well-known or Mr. 
Pringle would not have dared speak 



for immediate action. In 
case something must be done 
Interests of common decency, 
.Mr. Oliver professes to believe 
s been outraged by Mr. Pr ingle's 
iolence." if no action follows this 
public arraignment of the government 
officials. If Mr. Pringle's appeal 
through the press meets with the 
same apathy as has been exhibited 
in the case of private remonstrances, 
the government will stand condemned 
before the bar of public opinion. The 
Colonist, as a paper published in the 
extreme West, declares that the state- 
ment of Dr. Thompson above quoted 
Is grossly inaccurate, and on behalf 
of the good name of a part of Canada, 
which Is every whit as moral as any 
other part of it. demands that there 
shall be an Investigation into Mr. 
Pringle's charges, ant if they are sus- 
tained tlie culpable parties shall be 
removed from office. Moreover it 
takes the position that the Ordinance 
under which the Dawson dives exist 
should be forthwith repealed. The 
government has this matter in its own 
bands, for It controls a majority of 
the members of the Yukon Council. 



If one stands on any eminence in the 
city and casts his eyes about him he 
will note to what a very large extent 
the features mentioned predominate in 
the perspective. Nowhere else can be 
found the same abundance of green 
foliage, which Is, so comforting to the 
eye at all seasons of the year. In til- 
most every other city one will note 
block after block of houses bare of a-ny 
shady environment. Even in cities 
where the planting of rows of orna- 
mental shade trees has been pursued 
on a comprehensive scale the effect 
does not begin to be so charming as 
the vista presenting itself on every 
hand In Victoria. The hiwid of man 
has never yet succeeded In competing 
with Nature in the Hold of outdoor 
decoration; and where attempts have 
been made to do so, out of sheer ne- 
cessity, the resulting achievement al- 
ways bears the stamp of artificiality. 
One will tlnd very few places any- 
where which lend themselves more 
naturally to the hand of the landscape 
art'.-t than does Oak Bay district. Its 
topographical features are especially 
favorable to the laying out of a most 
beautiful residential section; and the 
profusion of shade trees and wealth 
of shrubbery anil bloom offer them- 
selves to utilization In street adorn- 
ment to a degree which is not perhaps 
found in tiny other part of the city. 
The members of the council of tho 
municipality have already demon- 
strated that they tire watchful of tin; 
best interests of the residents; and, 
assuming that the proper amount of 
enterprise will be displayed, we an- 
ticipate that ultimately Oak Bay will 
rank as the premier suburb of the city 
in respect to its attractive thorough- 
fares and charming homes.

AN IMPORTANT SUGGESTION. 



APPEALING TO THE THRONE 

The Times excuses Its repetition of 
the Montreal Herald's insult to Brit- 
ish Columbia through its premier by 
saying that Mr. McB'ride used tho ex- 
pression "to the foot of the throne" 
because it had a lofty sound and 
would appeal to the people in a dra- 
matic way. Our contemporary is sadly 
lacking In Its knowledge of Canadian 
political history and Canadian politi- 
cal speeches, or it would not make 
such a fuss over a form of wortls. 
Every Canadian ought to know that 
in power, but I the expression to which the Times 
has ceased to | objects has been almost invariably 
employed in connection with applica- 
tions to the Imperial government. 
Every one, who has come to the years 
of discretion, ought to know that 
appeals to the Imperial government 
must be made through the Depart- 
ment specially charged with matters 
of tin' class to which such appeals be- 
long. Matters relating to the amend- 
ment of tii,. British North America 
Act properly come under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Colonial Office. 

But we aio told that the province 
has no righl to appeal to the Colonial 
office because it cannot be claimed 
that the terms of union have not been 
kept. Hut the fact of the case is that 
it is proposed to change the terms of 
union. This can only be done by an 
Act of the British Parliament, and 
that being the case, it Is proper for 
British Columbia to appeal to the Im- 
| perial government against a decision 
on tin- part of the Canadian govern- 
ment to alter thai act in a manner 
prejudicial to tin- interests of the 
province. If the Dominion govern- 
ment had seen fit to treat the new 
terms as a matter of domestic con- 
cern, it is not easy to see how the 
province could have had any status in 
London. Hut Kir Wilfrid Laurler has 
set Him example of going "to the foot 
of the Throne," and tin- right of Brit- 
ish Columbia to follow him there can- 
not be successfully denied. It does 
not appear to have been denied. The 
necessary credentials were issued by 
the Governor-General, not by Sir Wil- 
frid Laurler as the Times alleges, and 
these credentials were Issued as a 
matter of right not as a favor. The 
Colonial Office recognized Mr. Mc- 
Bride's status. sir Wilfrid Laurler 
recognized It, by replying to the case 
presented by the British Columbia 
premier, The matter is "at the foot 
of tne throne," and If the decision Is 
adverse to British Columbia, it will 
not be because the province had no 
status to make the appeal, but because 
Sir Wilfrid Laurler has been suffici- 
ently influential to prevent the appeal 
being granted. 



The suggestion is made that a tract 
of hind adjacent to the exhibition 
grounds at Oak Bay Is eminently suit- 
able as a site for the experimental 
farm which is to be established on 
Vancouver Island by the federal gov- 
ernment, and that an effort should be 
made to secure the location of It at 
that point. This Is very interesting 
and the proposal should not lie dis- 
missed without fullest consideration. 
A very strong case could undoubtedly 
be made out hi favor of the govern- 
ment adopting the recommendation. 
Victoria is exceptionally well situated 
In respect to accessibility, alike to the 
farming communities of lower Van- 
couver Island and those along the 
Kraser delta; and as no doubt ac- 
cessibility would be a point of much 
consideration In determining the loca- 
tion, we need fear nothing from the 
most critical examination of that as- 
pect of the case. Then, again, climat- 
ic conditions ought to be a factor of 
much weight In choosing a site. Hero, 
again, we occupy an unchallenged po- 
sition. A very interesting question, 
indeed, has been opened up for de- 
bate; and while no doubt some plaus- 
ible objections will be raised against 
the suggestion, the matter is so im- 
portant that we trust no hasty decis- 
ion will be reached by the government, 
I but that full consideration will be 
given our claims. We shall await 
J with very great Interest further dis- 
cussion on the point raised. Tin- ex- 
perimental farm at Ottawa is one of 
the great sights of the city, and a 
! similar, though smaller, farm here 
would be a great attraction.

There Is only one rule to adopt In 
these mailers, which will work vvltli 
any degree of satisfaction, and I hat 
Is to compel the occupiers id' prop- | 
erty to kill ad the noxious weeds upon 
it and upon the roadside in front of 
their property. This rule ought to lie 
applied to thistles, what is called wild 
mustard, and such other weeds as 
propagate rapidly. There is no use to 
expect that a city official can go 
around and kill weeds. In the first 
place It would take an army of offi- 
cials to do the work quickly enough 
to prevent the seeds from maturing, 
and in the next place It is the busi- 
ness of the occupier of the land to 
keep it clear of pests. The city by-law 
on the subject of thistles Is very plain. 
It reads as follows: 

"Every owner, lessee, tenant, occu- 
pier or agent for the owner of any 
land shall cut or cause to be cut down I 
all thistles growing upon such laud tl 
before such thistles shall have gone to 
seed or come to flower." 

There is a provision giving tiny of- 
ficer authorized by the city council! i»K 
to enter upon land and cut down I "ou 
thistles, and a penalty not exceeding 
$110 Is provided in case of infractions 
of the by-law. Wo do not observe 
in the book any by-law applicable 
to weeds other than thistles, and If 
there is none, we are very much to

ADVICE TO HORTICULTURISTS. 

Martin Burrcll Gives Description of 
Plant- Lice Affecting Trees. 

Martin Burrell, editor or the Grand 
Porks Gazette, hi a signed article in 
his paper, says: 

I have liea rd so many enquiries re- 
garding the different forms of plant 
lice affecting fruit trees during the 
past week thai It may be well In refer 
to the matter now, as the sooner these 
pests are fought the better. Though 
not ranking as a first class pest In the 
sense that various armored scales are, 
yet plant lice do much injury, and, 
If allowed to go too long unchecked, 
will seriously affect the health of the 
free. The life history of most of theso 
lice Is very similar.- They pass the 
winter In tiio egp form, from which In 
early spring the female louse Is hatch- 
ed. This proline parent of evil brings 
forth her young alive and In an in-

Tho two forms most trouble- 
some in British Columbia are the ap- 
ple louse ' phis mall), and 'tho black 
h/use of the cherry (myzus cerasl.) As 
these Insects belong to the great class 
whose mouth formation prevents them 
from biting the foliage, and who, in- 
stead, simply pierce the leaf and suck 
up the juice it is clear that a stomach 
poison like Paris green would be use- 
less. The Way to Uglit them da to ap- 
ply some sort of soapy or oily wash 
•which will clog the Spiracle's along the 
side of the., body through which the 
insect breathe;:. For.Verly , coal-oil 
emulsions were the favorite remedy 
but throughout this province the ma- 
terial used Is generally a mixture of 
whale oil soap and quassia chips. The 
proportion used is 8 pounds quassia 
chips and 7 pounds of whale soap to 
10(1 gallons of water. Dissolve, the soap 
in bulling water, boll the chips for 
half tin hour, strain, and add the re- 
quired amount of water. It should be 
added that as the black aphis attack- 
ing tint cherry is more resisting than 
the apple aphis, I would advise mak- 
ing the mixture stronger, even one 
pound each of chips and soap, to six 
gallons of water will not hurl the fol- 
iage, and will be death to lice If pro- 
perly applied.

K. L. Borden, Hon. Rodolphe 
Lemieux and Ex-Gov.

Quotations and Canadians 
Will Follow 



COST OF LABOR, ETC., HAS INGREASEO 



That is Reason Given by Packers for 
the Raise — London Market 
Uncertain 



The price of British Columbia sal- 
mon will undoubtedly advance dur- 
ing the present season. Already the 
price of the Columbia river pack has 
advanced. A circular has Just boon 
Issued announcing- that one pound 
lulls will sell at the opening at the 
rate of $6.60 per case, an advance 
of 60 cents; one pound Hats at $7 per 
case, an advance of 60 cents and half 
pound flats are quoted at JS.lu per 
case, or -10 cents advance. 

Salmon is about the only staple 
5Jood on which prices were not advan- 
ced last year, and the action of the 
American canners in putting up prices 
this year will undoubtedly bo followed 
by the British Columbia packers. 

Discussing the matter a local pack- 
• er remarked: 

"The Increase is a legitimate <me 
owing to the Increased cost of pro- 
duction. Labor of all kinds, while, 
Japanese. Chinese and Indian has 
advanced while every class of materi- 
al used, tin, even to the labels, 
has increased in cost. To my firm 
alone, the. Increased cost of produc- 
ing the 40,000 cases which we will 
probably market, will be anything 
from $15,000 to $20,000." 

The local packers are somewhat 
surprised at the English market not 
at once responding to these conditions. 

The London deaiers have been 
holding olT somewhat and recently 
an attempt was made to appeal to 
the retail trade by the London agents 
of two British Columbia companies. 
They offered a large number of 
cases in fifty ease lots but the prices 
bid were from three to four shillings 
less than the market price of the 
product. 

The vagaries of the London market 
arc, however, nothing new to the 
trade, here. In 1005 when the salmon 
run was heavy and the output of the 
local canneries exceedingly large, the 
prices on the London market remain- 
ed high. Hence last year when the 
run was very much smaller and the 
output could not be compared to that 
of the year before the demand was 
very light and poor prices were reali- 
zed. The conditions here this year 
are, however, bound to disappoint the 
English dealers who are looking for 
si slump In prices and whose attitude 
provoked the recent auctions. 

The weather for the past few days, 
has been unfavorable for trap fish- 
ing, having been stormy and unset- j 
tied. It is expected, however, that, 
if conditions improve the packs at 
the local traps will be lifted in the 
next day or so. The catches are 
mostly of spring salmon. it U not j 
expected that, the sockeyes will run, 
until the beginning of .July. 

The announcement last week of the | 
provincial government's intention to j 
take advantage of the decision by the 1 
privy counci, that the provinces may j 
regulate their own fisheries has not j 
as vet been followed by an utterance I 
from the government as to the regu- 
lations to be enforced. There will, 
however, be no attempt to collect li- 
cense fees from fishermen. 

The province already collects two 
cents per case on the salmon output 
and for the present it will probab.y 
content itself with its declaration of 
control.

Session Held in Vancouver Proved a 
Very Great Success. 

The United Clerlcus of the dioceses 
of Olymnia, Oregon, Montana, Spo- 
kane, Calgary, Columbia, Caledonia, 
Kootenay and New Westminster, held 
during last week, was a most 
successful gathering of the Intellec- 
tuals of the Anglican church in \V. -st- 
ern Canada and its sister church oi the 
Statos to the south of us, says the 
Vancouver Nows- Advertiser in Its Is- 
sue of Sunday. 

From the grand choral evensong on 
Wednesday the 5th. In St. James' 
Church, when the night Rev. Bishop 
Dart opened the session by a vigorous 
and encouraging sermon, to the sim- 
ply devotional ovensong In Christ 
Church Cathedral, New Westminster, 
on Friday the 7th, when the Right 
Rev. Bishop Scaddlng, of Oregon, 
closed it, the wdiole session was de- 
lightfully refreshing, invigorating and 
Inspiring to the members In such good 
fellowship. And to visiting laymen it. 
was an Intellectual treat, touched by 
flashes of brilliant wit and humor. 

After Holy Communion at St. Paul's 
Church and breakfast served by tin; 
ladles of the same, the first paper, 
entitled "The Wilderness Time of the 
Church, A.D. ISO to 70," by the Rev. 
H. H. Gowen, Seattle, was read by tho 
chairman, the Rev. H. G. K. Clinton, 
in the absence of Rev. Mr. Gowen. 
Much discussion followed that was an- 
swered on tho lines of tho paper by 
the chairman, while differing from 
tho writer in sonic respects. 

At 11.30 a powerfully suggestive 
article on "Church Building for Mod- 
ern Needs" was given by the Very 
Hov. Dean Paget, Calgary, and was 
received with acclamation. Questions 
of boating, ventilation, lighting, and 
construction were threshed out gen- 
erally, though one and all agrQpd that 



that elegant simplicity of architecture 
which Is the essence of good artistic 
taste, is doubly essential in tho build- 
ing of our churches and all cheap 
taudry ornamentation and shoddy 
building is deplorable.

The regatta committee had a num- 
ber of suggestions to make. One was 
to place more Indian races in the pro- 
gramme and i c insert a tandem eanoa 
race for ladies. The committee deem- 
ed it advisable to have, tho courso 
supplied with booms to prevent row- 
boats and other pleasure craft from 
encroaching on the course, during tho 
races, and to have turning flags 
planted for tho Klootchmen's race 
w-itli the colors of each canoe on 
the buoys. It was felt that nioro 
boys' races were required and It was 
suggested that two of these be put 
on tlie programme, one ror boys under 
1.1 and the other for toys under 18.

Two liners sailed for the Orient 
yesterday, ancT one Id due Inbound to- 
day. K. M. S. Empress of India left 
port at 10 a. in. carrying a larse num- 
ber of passengers, including the Chi- 
nese military party sent to represent 
China at Jamestown, and the Japanese 
liner Kaga Maru sailed about 1 p. in., 
carrying the Japanese military party, 
headed by General Baron Kuroki, 
which represented Japan. Mr. Hat- 
tori, a Seattle Japanese who is on a 
special mission to Tok.o in connec- 
tion with the situation that had de- 
veloped with regard to the treatment 
of Japanese on the Pacific coast of 
the United States, was also a passen- 
ger of the Kaga Maru. Three wealthy 
raw silk merchants ot southern Japan, 
who have been looking over the mar- 
ket in the eastern States, were also 
passengers. Both the white liner and 
the Japanese steamer had all the 
freight they could carry, mostly flour. 

Mr. . llattori, who Is on his way to 
Toklo, is one of the leaders of the 
progressive Japanese of the United 
States, who are allied with the Pro- 
gressive party in the old country, and 
ho goes to bring the matter of ttie 
anti- Japanese happenings on the Pa- 
cific coast before the government, 
which, it is stated, the Progressives 
hope to overthrow. Mr. Hattorl is 
the second delegate of the Pacific 
coast Japanese sent to Toklo. By the 
last outward bound liner O. Yamaoka, 
who served a ten year exile in Yezo, 
Japan, was the bearer of a protest to 
the Japanese government against the 
new treaty regarding Japanese Immi- 
gration to the United States, and Hat- 
tori is said to bear another. 

The Kaga Maru is due to roach 
Yokohama on June 27. The Tosa 
Maru, which is now due, left Yoko- 
hama May :!9. She made calls at 
Keelung and Shlmizif to load tea. It 
is reported that the Japanese govern- 
ment has permitted calls to be made 
by C. P. R. steamers at the tea port 
of South Japan and that the (.'. P. R. 
steamer Monteaglc arrived at Shlniizu 
on May 30 to load tea for Victoria and 
Vancouver. The Monteaglc left 
Yokohama on June 3 and is duo here 
next Sunday. 

The Empress of India sailed 
earlier than usual, having arrived from 
Vancouver In the early morning. The 
.steamers have usually sailed after 
noon heretofore, but the arrival of the 
Overseas mail on lime allowed the 
Empress to get away earlier and she 
started three hours in advance of her 
schedule.

The steamer Antilochus, Capt. Keay, 
one .of the big Blue Funnel steamers 
of the new type, which Is now on her 
second voyage to Victoria and the 
Sound from Liverpool, was in collision 
at Glasgow about May 23 with the 
steamer Sussex. The latter was lying 
at the Shleldhull wharf when the big 
Blue Funnel liner struck her. The 
Sussex was badly damaged about the 
bridge deck. The Antilochus was 
scarcely Injured, and proceeded on nor 
way to Liverpool, from which port 
she sailed for Victoria, via the usual 
ports, on May 25, with about H00 tons 
of cargo. She is due at Colombo on 
Tuesday next and is expected to ar- 
rive here on August i>. 

ALEXANDRA ABANDONED 

Crews Were Short of Provisions and 
They Deserted 

Advices of a remarkable case of 
ship abandonment have just been 
wired from Guayaquil. The Norwe- 
gian bark Alexandra was abandoned 
-May S, siime distance from Guayaquil, 
on account of a shortage of provisions. 

According to the report, the vessel 
was not damaged, so it is presumed 
that she was becalmed, although the 
weather oft the coast of Ecuador is 
in no way remarkable for its calm- 
ness, storms being far more custom- 
ary. 

The Alexandra left Newcastle, Aus- 
tralia, November -ti. with a cargo of 
coal for Ancon, Isthmus of Panama. 
Not long ago a report of her .arrival 
at Ancon, March 20, was received, but 
tills is shown to he an error by the 
arrival of the first officer and part 
of the crew at Guayaquil. What be- 
came of the captain and the remainder 
of the crew is not known. 

Few cases of abandonment of ves- 
sels have been reported under these 
circumstances. The most notable was 
the case of the British steamer Loch- 
maree, abandoned on her maiden voy- 
age in the Atlantic because of a 
shortage of provisions. A fleet of 
tugs searched in vain for this steamer 
until the lucky William Jolllffe, now 
owned by the B. C. Salvage company, 
picked up the vessel and earned £30,- 
000 salvage. The master of the 
Loehmaree lost his papers, as a result 
of abandoning the steamer. 



construction of the Lusitania, is the 
high grade tensile stress permitted.

10 tons. So great are the improve- 
ments in the manufacture of steel that 
what appears to be in all respects 
thoroughly trustworthy ship-plates 
can now be had with a certainty with 
it breaking stress of 3(i tons per square 
Inch. The time seems comparitlvely 
recent when Lloyd's would not pass 
anything beyond 32 tons, and even pre- 
ferred 2S tons for certain purposes. 
Their modern policy is to draw no 
hard-and-fast rules, but to Judge every 
steel on its merits. Within reasonable 
limits the connection between brittle- 
ness and strength appears to have dis- 
appeared, and high steels will now 
stand bending and shock tests just as 
well as low steels. Professor Biles, 
Indeed, has so much faith in modern 
steel and steel makers that lie finds 
fault with the builders of the Lusi- 
tania not for audacity, but because 
they huve not gone far enough.

FOR WIRELSSS 

Japanese Completing Station to Con- 
nect with Ocean Liners 

The Japanese government has es- 
tablished a wireless telegraph station 
at Choshl, a height near Inuboye light 
which Is the first land sighted by 
steamers arriving from this side of 
the Pacific, and kite mail advices 
bring news of a number of successful 
experiments following the establish- 
ment of that station. Arrangements 
are now being made I'm' I lie establish- 
ment of wireless telegraph stations mi 
this coast, one at Bamfield creek and 
the other .hi Triangle Island, which 
stands off Into the ocean at the north- 
west of Vancouver island. Cap! Vnrtl- 
ley, who was sent. west in tliis con- 
nection, is expected to select the sites. 
When these stations are ready the Em- 
press liners will be equipped with wire- 
less telegraph apparatus by the C. P. 
R. Company, and it will be passible 
for passengers on the liners to send 
messages at least twenty hours before 
the arrival of the vessels. 

The experiments off tlie wireless sta- 
tions at Choshl and also off the Lo- 
choo island stations were conducted 
from the Japanese cable-laying steam- 
er Okinawa Maru, belonging to the 
communication department. The trial 
communications with both stations 
were very successful. The station at 
Chossl is situated on an eminence fifty 
feet above sea level at tin; mouth of 
the river Tone, and the mast used 
is 230 feet high. The officials an- 
nounced that the steamers with an av- 
erage speed of fifteen knots can com- 
municate twenty hours before arrival. 

The Japan Gazette says In this re- 
gard: The communications department 
will order American liners to instal 
wireless telegraphy to open communi- 
cation between sea and land In ac- 
cordance with the international Wire- 
less convention. The rate and regul- 
ation will be published upon the rati- 
fication of the convention by the em- 
peror. 



The contract for repairing tho 
steamer Northwestern, of tho North- 
\v< stern Steamship Company, formerly 
the Orizaba, of the Cuban mall line. 
Which ran aground some weeks ago at 
LaTouche, Alaska, and was salved by 
the B. C. Salvage Company's steamer 
Salvor, has been a warded to the B. C. 
Marine Railway Company, of Esqui- 
mau, and work on the hull will be 
oommenced at once. The price Is not 
stated, but is reported to be It the 
neighborhood of $40,000. The work is 
expected to occupy two months. The 
repairs necessary Involve the taking 
out of a' considerable portion of the 
forward part of the vessel's hull, 
which Is bent up like a crumpled egg- 
shell under and abaft the foremast for 
a distance of about forty feet. Forty 
new plates will be needed, sixty feet 
of keel, about thirty-six new floors, 
thirty-eight frames and other minor 
woiii. The work will be hurried so 
that the steamer may be given over to 
the owning company as soon as pos- 
sible. The company is very anxious 
to secure the vessel, as It has been 
losing heavily on account of the ves- 
sel being out of commission at the 
busy season, a large amount of freight 
having been contracted fur sh?pnt'e,nt 
to Cape Nome and northern purls. 

TWO STEAMERS ARRIVE. 

Victoria and Ohio Reach Cape Nomo 
From Seattle — Bering Sea Clear. 

The steamers Victoria and Ohio 
reached Capo Nome from Seattle, on 
Monday, nine days from the sound 
port. The Victoria heat the other ves- 
sel by twelve hours on the trip. Both 
ships encountered ioe. 

The masters of both the vessels are 
old whaling skippers, well used to the 
northern seas, Capt. Brown, of the 
Ohio, siient many years in the Arctic, 
and Capt. Porter, of the Victoria, Is 
also familiar with the far northern 
waters. These were the first big ships 
to sail together. The steamship Penn- 
sylvania sailed May 3D, two days 
ahead of the Ohio and the Victoria, 
but has nut as yet been reported. As 
this vessel, however, Is a slow ship, 
she was nut expected to make the run 
under twelve or fourteen days. 

The steamship President, which 
sailed June 4, Is due to pass Unlmak 
pass this morning. She should be In 
touch with the wireless station tit Port 
Safety, twenty miles from Nome, to- 
day, and is due to reach Nome tomor- 
row. 

The fact that both the Ohio and the 
Victoria have made the run In ten 
days comes as a surprise. Reports of 
ice in the Bering sea bad created the 
impression that the vessels would be 
delayed by floes.

THE LUSITANIA 

Engineering Details of Big Cunarder 
Shows Immensity of New 
Liner 

From time to time interesting en- 
gineering details connected with the 
construction of Ihe great Cunard tur- 
bine liner Lusitania are published. 
The following gives an idea of the 
material used in certain parts of the 
ship: The stem is of cast steel and is 
rabbeted to receive the shell plating.

that the Japanese government never 
for one moment agreed with the limi- 
tation of immigration as presented to 
us today." 

It was after the Interview with Sec- 
retary Straus that Tahahashi and Ka- 
wakam! received an Invitation from 
Viscount Aokl to dine at the embassy. 
Takahashi's answer, it is said, was: 

"We did not come to eat. bill to 
settle grave diplomatic questions." 

Just before Yamaoka's departure for 
Tokyo, on May 14. Takahashi sent 
i him a telegram from Washington, as 
| follows: 

"Depart from Japan instantly and Oyst 
arouse public opinion as understood 
before. There is no hopo with the 
Japanese embassy here." 

No New Developments 
At the state department It was said 
there were no develop nts In the sit- 
uation, and, in fact, some surprise was 
expressed that any should be expected 
in the near future. The report of Dis- 
trict Attorney Devlin, of San FrancUco, 
on the mobbing of the Japanese restau- 
rants and baths is exoiM'te:l to I > ach 
this lity wtthi i a ,lay or two. It is 
not expected mat the department's pol- 
icy in this matter will be changed in 
any respect as the result of the receipt 
of the complete report. It is pointed 
out, also, to correct what the ollielals 
regard as the Impression to the effect 
th:£ the Japanese have made much 
more of this San Francisco trouble 
than was warranted by the facts, that 
actually the conduct of the J?r<aneso 
government in the matter lias been ex- 
tremely modest. 

May Kill Treaty Prospects 
One result of the extreme newspaper 
agitation of the friction In San Fran- 
cisco w ill, it is believed, be the indefi- 
nite postponement of the plan to in- 
itiate negotiations this summer looking 
to the conclusion of a treaty between 
America and Japan that should defi- 
nitely regulate the immigration of 
Japanese into the United States, and it 
is sugested by one of the officials that 
probably this result is exactly what, 
was sought to be accomplished by the 
opposition agitators in Japan and on 
the Pacific Coast.
